With Easter coming Sunday and 
the kids out of school all of this week, 
we hope that local citizens do not 
forget to take time to vote in both 
the city and school elections Satur­ 
day. 
While the city elections are not 
contested this year, we still urge 
everyone to take the trouble to cast 
a ballot. If for no other reason this 
should be done as a vote of confidence 
in those seeking to represent you on 
the city council. 
W ith seven men seeking the three 
places on the school board it is very 
important that all qualified voters 
make their choices known. With the 
influence being placed on 
public 
school education at the state level 
it is ol most importance that we have 
good strong representatives on our 
local school board. 
Regardless of who is on the board 
or what the state does, education is 
going to cost more and more each 
year and we must have faith in those 
who are serving us as trustees. 
We also would urge that you do 
your neighbors who are holding the 
elections a favor by voting early. 


We talked to Bill Rountree, City 
Superintendent, the other day about 
what he was finding out about the 
new requirement for the City to go 
to a sanitary landfill in place of burn­ 
ing our trash and garbage. With the 
deadline of July I fast approaching, 
Bill says that he is not getting much 
encouragement in any hope of an 
extension of time. 
Bill attended a Refuse Disposal 
Workshop in Austin this past week 
that was sponsored by the Texas 
Municipal League. There seem ed to 
be a whole lot more questions than 
answers at the meeting. 
But what it all seem s to boil 
down to is that the City can just get 
ready to spend $20, OOO to $30, OOO 
and start covering up the garbage. 
The problem here of course is 
where to get the money for the o- 
riginal investment plus the added 
operating expense. 
We would assume that the gar­ 
bage collecting fee will have to be 
raised and some type of permit fee 
designed to take care of those who 
haul their own waste to the dump 
grounds—whether they live in the 
city or not. 
We can foresee a real problem 
of people dumping trash out in the 
country to avoid such a fee and the 
enforcement angle of this will also 
increase costs both from the city 
angle and the county’s. 
This whole matter would not be 
so bad if we really had a problem of 
air pollution but really this is only 
a minor 
trouble in ’West Texas. 
There are so many other things that 
the City could spend their money 
for that it seem s a shame. That is 
if they had the money to spend. 


We join

While some may 
question how great apresident "Ike” 
was, none have ever questioned the 
fact that this man was a great A - 
merican.
